SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Erpution! Vol. 2 consists principally of sexually explicit text and 
photographs. These are used to create a marketplace in which people advertise to 
attract other people interested in watching and participating in a variety of group sex 
activities. While there are degrading and dehumanising effects to some of the 
photographs and text, their context in the magazine means that the publication does 
not significantly degrade or dehumanise any person. The publication is widely 
accessible, intended for commercial distribution, and has the primary purpose of 
sexual arousal. In view of these factors, especially given its sexually explicit nature, 
and taking into consideration the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, the magazine is 
classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
